One subsidy under schedule A 
provided for a payment of a cent and a half 
per gross ton for each 100 miles traveled 
up to 1,500 miles, for each trip up to sixteen 
in one year. This payment was clearly and 
wholly a subsidy for freight. The paragraph 
required that no payment should be made to 
vessel unless it cleared from the United

OTHER VESSEL DISASTERS. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 9.—[Special.J—In one 
ot the most bitter gales that ever swept Lake 
Erie, the iron ore barge Charles Foster, in 
tow of the Iron Duke, went to the bottom at 4 
o'clock this morning, ten miles off Erie, Pa., 
and eight persons were drowned, as follows: 


BRIDGES, JOHN, Captain, of Cleveland. 
KELLEY, WILLIAM, seaman of Port Austin, 


The Charles Foster was one de the fleet of 
James Corrigan of Cleveland and for two 
months has been running N e to 
Erie with iron ore. ? 

The cargo consisted of 1,500 tons 2 ore. 
Captain Ashley of the Iron Duke made Erie 
in safety. 

In an interview he said: “The Foster was 
in tow about 600 feet astern. I was up all 
night and there were three men on watch 
with me. The seas were rolling tremendous- 
ly from the northwest and the gale carried 
with it a blinding, stinging. snow-storm. We 
made the harbor light all right. When we 
turned for the harbor, a sea much heavier. 
than any other experienced struck us. I ran 
to the stern. Just as I got there the Foster 
plunged in an awful sea ant dived down, 
nose first. 

There was not a cry from | a soul of the 
crew of eight it carried. Just as it pitched 
down I saw a man on its forecastle with a 
Jantern. The towline parted when it went 
down. The storm was so heavy that I could 
not put about to hunt for any one. There 
would not have been a particle of use any- 
how, because in those tremendous seas no 
one could have lived a minute, even if the 
water had not been icy cold.

When asked for an opinion as to the cause 
of the sinking of the Foster, Cats Ashley 
said he could not tell. 

„ Apparently everything wis all right 
aboard until it took that fatal dip. There 
had not been a single signal of distress from 
it up to that time. I gave orders for it to be 
watched carefully for distress signals. If 
there had been any trouble aboard we would 
have saved the crew had it been possible.“ 

Captain Bridges might have been Ill in his 
bunk when the accident happened. The last 
time he was seen by the crew of the Iron 
Duke was when they passed the Sault Ste. 
Marie on Thursday. There is from eighty to 
100 feet of water where the barge went down, 
and there is little hope of ever being able to 
locate the spot. The Foster was valued at 
$19,000, but there was no insurance, as it 
lapsed on Dec. 1. The cargo was not insured. 

The life-saving crew took a trip out today, 
but could find no traces of wreckage.

Welcome, with part of a cargo of lumber, 
was driven ashore at North Unity in the 
gale, and now lies on the beach, hull full of 
‘water. The crew es¢aped. The Welcome 
hails from Two Rivers and was loading at 
Good Harbor when the storm from the 
northwest came up. The steamer was run 
to North Unity for shelter and there made 
fast to the pier. At midnight the lines parted 
in the heavy sea, and the steamer went 
ashore.

Perilous Voyage of the Eolo. 


Halifax, N. 8., Dec. 9.—[{Special. |—The 
story of a fearful gale is told by the officers 
of the Spanish steamer Eolo, which put in 
here today. The Eolo sailed from Hamburg 
on Nov. 9, and for nearly thirty days it bat- 
tled with fierce gales and seas that ran as 
high as the mastheads, threatening to in- 


Several times it blew so hard that the 
steamer could not be kept with its head to 
the sea, and it would fall off and waliow in | 
the trough in a frightful way. It was im- 


deck, and those that did attempt it were 
thrown down and badly bruised, besides 


by the huge seas that swept the deck con- 
tinually. Everything movable about the 
deck was swept into the sea, boats and rails 
smashed, and other deck e done. 
During the storms the officer on the bridge 


casions the ship, with engines going full 
speed ahead, was slowly driven back, and 
some days it did not make more than thirty 
miles in the twenty-four hours. 

It was the stormiest voyage I ever made 
across the Western ocean in thirty years’ 
experience, said Captain Gorordo. “ We 
almost gave up hope of ever reaching port 
again, at one time, so bad did it become. 
Our food was getting low, and the crew had 
to be put on allowance. To make matters 
worse, our coal supply was giving out, and 
just before we made Halifax there was not 
a bushel of coal in the bunkers. 

In order to get into port the cargo of 
sugar had to be broken into, and 200 bags 
were burned to keep steam up

Person Michael Considine Is Unable 
to Shoot and Robbers Who Hold Up 
a Milkman Escape — Many Crimes 
Committed in the West Chicago Av- 
enue District Arouse the Police to 
Man Assaulted. 


Night Watchman Michael Considine saw 
four highwaymen holding up a milkman at 
Taylor and Miller streets early yesterday 
morning and chased them.

Great confusion was 
caused, but the watchman did not dare fire 
for fear of striking an innocent person, and 
the fugitives escaped by running down an 
alley.

Policemen Dodd and Mead Said to Have

Complaint has been made to Lieutenant 
Cosgrove of the Lawndale Police Station of 
the treatment Frank Benner.

consciousness by the policemen, and it was 
necessary to take him to the County Hos- 
pital.

To overpower him they were com- 
pelled to use the butt ends of their revolvers, 
and Benner, they assert, continued to fight 
them until he was beaten into insensibility. 
The neighbors declare that Benner was 
beaten unnecessarily. 

Detective Dodd has been in trouble before. 
A year ago he was traveling out of Chief 
Kipley’s office and he was transferred from 
there to the Lawndale Station. While under 
the orders of the Chief many complaints were 
made against his actions in regard to sup-

GUARD THEATERS 
AGAINST A RAID 


Managers Make Elaborate and | , 
Successful Preparations 
Against Hall and 

Cavette. 


JUSTICE IN EACH HOUSE. 


All Have Facilities Ready for

Theatrical managers made preparations 
last night to frustrate the plans of Frank 
Hall, former owner of the Maze, and At- 
torney 8. O. Cavette, present owner of that 
place, to enforce the State law against 
Sunday amusements. Acting on infor- 
mation that warants had been issued 
for the arrest of the performers arid em- 
ployés in five theaters Chief of Detective 
Colleran stationed men at the door of each 
theater. It was expected that constables 
would swoop down on the theaters, arrest the 
performers, and stop the performances. 

To prevent interference the management 
of the Great Northern Theater had their own 
employés, including actors and scene shifters, 
placed under arrest, and constables were de- 
tailed in the theater to prevent any other 
action. Each of the theaters was provided 


with a justice and an attorney. 


Blank Warrants Obtained. 

The anxiety of the theatrical managers 
was caused by the threats made by Mr. Ca- 
vette and Mr. Hall, who declared they would 
compel, theaters to close on Sundays as a 
result of the closing of the Maze and other 
resorts. Attorney Cavette claimed to have 
procured forty-one blank warrants during 
the day. The warrants were said to have 
been issued by Justice Scott of Harvey. They 
were to have been filled out with the names 
of the managers, the doorkeepers, and prin- 
cipal performers. The attorneys for the 
theaters were informed of the plan, and 
a meeting was held in the afternoon. 

The probability of a disturbance resulting 
from an interference with the performances 
was brought to the attention of the Police , 
department, and Captain Colleran promptly | 
detailed a guard to each theater.

Manager D. E. Russell of the Great North- 
ern prepared himself against the threatened 
attack by causing himself and fifty-three 
attachés of the theater to be arrested, 
charged with conducting an entertainment 
on Sunday. The warrants were sworn out 
before Justice Hall.in the afternoon and 
served at 7:30 o’clock in the evening by Con- 
stable Goodrich of Justice Richardson's 
court. If Hall and Cavette had appeared 
with their constables to serve warrants on 
the same charge they would have been told 
that such action had already been taken, 
and that they, therefore, had no jurisdic- 
tion. 

To provide against a failure of this scheme, 
however, it was arranged that in case of 
arrest on warrants sworn out by Hall and 
Cavette an immediate trial should be de- 
manded before the nearest justice. For this 
purpose Justice Underwood appeared at the 
theater at 8 o’clock and sat through the 
performance. 

The expected raid did not materialize, and 
Manager Russell, after the conclusion of the 
performance, found himself and his host of 
dependents all prisoners. The constables 
could not legally allow their charges their 
liberty, and Justice Hall had not appeared 
to grant their release on bonds. Finally the 
lights were turned out and all dispersed.

M. . LAWLOR, THEIR OLD LEADER, 
DIES IN PHILADELPHIA. 


He Was One of the Chief Omicials of the 
Order During the Reign of Terror 
Caused by it tn the Anthracite Coal 
Regions of Pennsylvania in 1874, 
but Was Afterwards Expelled from 
the Organization—Incidents in the

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. * — 
Michael F. Lawlor, who died recently in this 
city, where he had quietly lived for a num- 
ber of years, was one of the chief leaders of 
the Mollie Maguires during the feign of 
terror in the anthracite coal regions. ‘He 
was master of the division at Shenandoah 
on Jan. 21, 1874, when James McParian, the 
detective, was introduced to Lawlor in his 
home at Shenandoah by Big Pat ’’ Dormer, 
having been brought from Chicago for the 
special purpose of joining the Mollles 


order. 

„Muff Lawlor, as he was called, was one 
of the most popular men in the Schuylkill 
mining region He became a fast friend of 
MepParlan, and it was at Lawlor's house that 
MeParlan was initiated into che mysteries 
of Mollie Magutrism. 
Lawlor acquired the name uff” from 
a rare breed of game chickens that he raised 
and which won him fame and money through- 
out the coal regions. He wielded great power 
in his day, and secured work for MeParlan 
in the coal mines after he had assisted in 
requirements. 
Lawlor wat finally expelled from the order, 
but, true to his early friend, McParian, he 
became a witness for the Commonwealth 
and testified in the principal trials at Potts- 
ville, which resulted in the execution of a 
score or two of murderers and their accom- 
plices and the imprisonment of many others. 
The death of Lawlor and Kerrigan removes 
two of the most prominent figures in these 
noted trials.

— [Editor of The 
Tribune.J—I do not believe it would be 
possible to state with any degree of certainty 
what the effect of the abolition of capital 
punishment has been in Michigan. If i am 
correctly informed, capital punishment was 
abolished so long ago and prevailed for so 
short a time in this State that it would not 
be practicable to make a comparison be- 
tween its effect upon the existence of crime 
before and after the repeal of the law. My 
understanding is that Michigan had a capital 
punishment law for only nine years during 
the early history of the State.

SEEK TO UNITE LABOR VOTES. 


Attempt to Combine the American Fed- 
eration and the Socialist Democratic 


Louisville, Ky., 
most bitter fight in the ‘history of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor is to be made this 
week on the question of uniting the entire 
1,500,000 votes of the organization for the 
benefit of the Socialist Democratic party. 
A resolution with this in view is now in the 
hands of the Resolutions committee. After 
a long preamble, relating to unfairness of 
the present system of legislation, which, it 
is asserted, puts all the power in the hands 
of the enemies of o labor, and the 
necessity for the initiative and referendum, it 
declaims against the folly of the federation in 
dividing its vote on election day, and urges 
organized labor to stand together at the 
ballot box to secure direct legislation. 

The resolutions urge that steps be taken

—— CONDITIONS. 
Lake View People Meet Together and 
Hear Ministers and Laymen Talk—J. 
. Brushingham Announces the Sub- 
ject, but Little Is Said Concerning 
It on His Platform—The Rev. D. F.

Warfare on vice.in Chicago was waged 
from the pulpits of over a score of churches 
last night. Both clergy and laity joined in 
denouncing the conditions existing. Some 
declared the city officials and the city ad- 
ministration to be responsible, others charged 
the people themselves with the responsibility. 
All united in pledging their support to 1 
wave of reform. 

Out in Lake View Presbyterians, Metho- 
dists, Christians, Baptists, and other congre- 
gations abandoned their usual Sunday even- 
ing services and held meetings to assist in the 
efforts to rid that section of the city of vice. 
The -winerooms and the so-called ‘‘ family 
entrances to saloons came in for their 
share of attention and instances of gambling 
dens were cited, in one case the location of 
a place in Lincoln avenue being given. One 
speaker declared that Lake View was suf- 
fering from an overflow of vice which had 
swept out from the center of the city as a 
surface sewer overflows at times. 

At the heart of our city good results al- 
ready have been wrought by the movement 
against evil,“ declared the Rev. R. W. Rog- 
ers of the Lake View Congregational! Church. 
At should be the beginning of a wider re- 
form. I am told that twelve years ago all 
the Lake View wards were free from evil. 
Now iniquity is found on all the business 
streets in forms of gambling and wineroonis. 
As surface sewers overfiow, so has the in- 
fluence of the dives escaped from the center 
of the city and flooded the north shore dis- 
tricts. Four blocks from our church on 
Lincoln avenue is a gambling den presided 
over by a professional dealer. The evils of 
the wineroom also smirch our community. 
They exist between our church and the lake 
shore.“ 

The Rev Clyde L. Hay pointed out the 
apathy existing among the people to the con- 
ditions surrounding them.

“Jt was like visiting deserted halls to-

FLAMES RAGE IN AIRSHAFT. 


‘Mrs. Mary Lewis saved the lives of her 
four young grandchildren last night in a fire 
which broke out in a flat building at Twenty- 
ninth and streets. 

„The blaze created a panic among the fam- 
ilies in the building and the different stairs 
were crowded with men and women seeking 
safety in flight. The fire was extinguished 
after a loss of about $1,500. 

The building in which the fire started is 
occupied by thirty families. John Wright, 
with his wife, five children, and Mrs. 
Wright's mother, Mrs. Lewis, lived on the 
third floor. Wright, his wife, and their oldest 
son, were attending services at Quinn Chapel 
when the fire broke out about 9 o’clock. | 
The smell of smoke was first detected by 
Mrs. Lewis, who opened the door to find her- 
gelf confronted by a mass of flames, which 
were beating fiercely up the air shaft. 


Reach Street in Safety. 

‘As the flames darted into the Wright 
apartments Mrs. Lewis picked up the two 
youngest children, 1 and 2 years old, and, 
grasping the other two by the hand, forced 


them through the doorway and out into the | 


corridor, where the smoke and flames were 
thickest. Encouraging the children with 
words, she pushed the two elder ones ahead 
of her down the stairway, where the smoke 
rolled in volumes, following closely behind, 
with the infants clasped in her arms. They 
reached the street in safety and were taken 
to the home of neighbors, where they spent 
the night. Many of the residents were ab- 
sent at the time of the fire, attending church 
services, but those remaining in the build- 
ing fled hastily to the street at the first 
alarm. They all succeeded in reaching the 
street unharmed, but highly excited. 

The fire burned through the air shaft and 
broke through the roof before it was ex- 
tinguished. The Wright flat was ruined, and 
the flat above, occupied by the family of 
H. Davis, absent at the time, was badly 
damaged by fire, It is thought that the fire 
caught from a cigar stub thrown in the cor- 
ridor on the third floor by some careless ten- 
ant. Wright and Davis carried no inourance, 
their loss being $500 each.

Dr. Clark has written a 
history of the Thirty-ninth Regiment, which 
was published under the auspices of the Vet- 
eran association of that regiment.

_BEGISTERED, BUT NOT VOTING. 

The total vote cast in this city for Presi- 
dential Electors last month was 872,451. 
It exceeded by 1,900 the vote for Guberna- 
torial candidates. This difference is due 
longer franchises under which the obli- mainly to the fact that a number of unin- 

structed people, instead of making a cross 
in the circle at the head of a column, put 
the cross in the square opposite the name 
of the first Elector in the column. 

The registered vote, after making allow- 
ance for the women voters, exceeded the 
vote actually cast by 25,000. Thus it ap- 
pears that in the month preceding the elec- 
tion there were that many men who took 
sufficient interest in the campaign to go to 
the trouble of being registered, and yet did 
not go to the polls. It would be interesting 
to know why it was that nearly 7 per cent 
of the registered vote was not cast. 

The percentage of absenteeism is not the 
same for all the wards. In the First it rises 
to 17 per.cent. In the Thirtieth it falls to 
5.7 percent. There are some causes which 
were equally operative in all the wards. 
One of these is sickness. It must be taken 
for granted that of the men who were phys- 
ically able to leave the house to register 
three or four weeks before election day some 
were dead and more were ill when that day

GREATEST BOOKS OF THE CENTURY. 
What are the ten books of the century 
which have most influenced its thought and 
activities? The question is not an easy one 
to answer. Probably no two persons would 
independently name exactly the same books, 
although several books might be included 
in nearly all the lists. Ten persons were re- 
quested by the Outlook to furnish such a 
list. These ten persons happen to be all 
men. One would like to see what answers 
would be given by ten equally well known 
women. Among these men are James Bryce, 
Henry Van Dyke, Arthur T. Hadley, T. W. 
Higginson, W. De Witt Hyde, E. E. Hale, 
and G. Stanley Hall. 
Charles Darwin with his “Origin of 
Species ” heads the procession. He is named 
in every list. Goethe with his “ Faust” 
comes next, having seven votes. Hegel 
also has the same number. Emerson has 
six. Mrs. Stowe with “Uncle Tom's 
Oabin” has five, Walter Scott has four, 
Wordsworth four, Tennyson four, Renan 
four, Comte four, Ruskin four, Browning | 
four, Spencer four, Victor Hugo three, Car- 
lyle three, Tolstoi three, De Tocqueville 
two, Hawthorne two, Strauss two. The 
following have each one: Malthus, Schil- 
ler, Karl Marx, T. H. Green, Daniel 
Webster, Mazzini, Champollion, Niebuhr, 
Wagner, Lyell, Napoleon, Froebel, Sainte- 
Beauve, Horace Mann, Bryce, and Ibsen. 
As Principal Fairbairn of Oxford justly 
remarks, the question as fo the ten most 
influential books of the century is not so 
easily answered as might seem at first sight. 
For an influential book is not necessarily 
great; it may be little more than timely. 
The effect may be chiefly due to the peculiar

Mr. Bryce puts first Darwin's “ Origin of 
Species,” a treatise which he says has done 
more to turn the current of speculative 
thought in general as well ag to cast light 
on the most difficult problems of natural 
history than any other within the last hun- 
dred years. The next two writers, in his 
opinion, who seem to have counted for most 
in forming and stimulating thought are 
Goethe and Hegel. Stanley Hall includes 
in his list Horace Mann’s “ Educational 
Reports,” the fountain-head of a reform 
which gave us our graded school system. 
He also names Wagner because he re- 
edited the myths which constitute the best 
part of the ethnie folk lore of his race, 
and brought them home to the heart by the 
charm of a new musical method. When 
President Hall ventures to add Ibsen as 
“the dramatist of the future” the remark 
may be left in the air, as a matter of private 
opinion. 

ENGLISH AS A WORLD LANGUAGE. 

The supremacy of English as the modern 
world language has been recognized in a 
significant way by the German Emperor. 
In a recent decree calling for reforms in 
the higher schools, Emperor William com- 
/ mands that “in consequence of the impor- 
tance attaching to the English language 
special attention shall be given to this 
branch hereafter in the gymnasia, and it 
shall displace French as an obligatory study 
in the three upper classes, French being 
made optional.” The Kaiser’s decree is 
sensible and practical He knows Eng- 
lish is spoken more widely than French 
or any other language in the civilized world, 
is of more value to a young German than 
any other foreign language. 

Such an official recognition of the spread 
of English, made by 0 conservative a 
government as that of Germany, is a good 
proof of the remarkable ascendeney gained 
by the Anglo-Saxons and their speech. A 
century ago French was the language of 
diplomacy and of polite society all over 
Europe. It was the one language in which 
a man might hope to make himself under- 
stood on a journey around the world. In 
the courts of all the German principalities 
it was the medium of daily intercourse; the 
Germans of rank imported their customs, 
their furniture, their styles of architecture, 
and their social standards as well as their 
language from the French capital. From 
the days of Louis XIV. to the close of the 
Napoleonic era France dominated Europe, 
if not the world, in speech and manners. 
During the last hundred years English has 
been steadily dethroning French as the 
world language. The Kaiser's order, mak- 
ing English a required study and French 
optional, is typical of a momentous change. 

No other racial movement in history is so 
vast as that which has carried the Anglo- 
Saxon speech around the entire circuit of 
the globe in the last century or two. It 
has been a gradual and largely a peaceful 
movement, but the story of it includes the 
most important chapters in modern his- 
tory. The titanic struggle between France 
and England for possession of North Ameri- 
en was a part ot it. So was the unprecedent- 
ed wave of migration and immigration that 
swept westward and conquered the Ameri- 
can wilderness during the century now clos- 
ing. At the same time Great Britain was 
carrying its language eastward through the 
Mediterranean and the Indian Ocean to 
India and the ports of China. It only re- 
mained for the United States to complete 
the circuit by crossing the Pacific and plant-

Boston Globe Counsels Taxpayers Not to 
Worry Over Ability of Congress 
to Spend Fund. 


— the Boston Globe: 

no anxious citizen lose any sleep ov. 
the accumulating surplus. Our faithful — 
withal hungry representatives will doubtless 
find means to spend it. 

We have still lots of pretty schemes on the 
stocks. There is the shipping bill, the 
Nicaraguan Canal, and of course we are 
bound to be liberal to the pensioners. When 
the hungry member sees before him some- 
thing like $150,000,000 available for various 
benevolent purposes, with the country suffer- 
ing all the while from the danger of a large 
surplus, he will manage to get rid of it, even 
> he has to increase our merchant marine 

eet. 

Of course, taxpayers may aver that it is 
costing us $700,000,000 to get ourselves gov- 
erned in time of peace, which is nearly $250,- 
000,000 more than it cost us three years ago, 
but the taxpayer does not figure as a spender 
ofthe surplus. All he has to do is to raise it. 

Don't worry about the surplus. If the 
Nicaraguan bill passes it will cost at least 
$20,000,000 a year for several years to come. 
The friends of the shipping subsidy bill ex- 
pect to pump some $9,000,000 a year out of 
the Treasury, while we have a pension ar- 
rangement that increases in generosity as the 
pensioners grow older and pass away in 
constantly increasing numbers. 

The old fogy idea was to keep the rev- 
enues down to the actual needs of a gov- 
ernment wisely and economically adminis- 
tered, and that an unusual surplus was a na- 
tional menace. The new idea seems to be 
that it makes no difference how big the sur- 
plus is, if it is only industriously expended. 
The modern “surplus spoiler” simply 
shouts: ‘“ Bring on your surplus and we will 
take care of it!“ 

What is the use of expansion if you do not 
expand? How do you expect to expand if 
you do not expand your expenses? All that 
is required is to keep expanding your national 
debts. The modern statesman stops at no 
tries. Expand or bust is the watch- 
word of the intrepid surplus spoiler. He 
proposes to keep the ship of state booming 
on, so long as the taxpayer is a safety value 
that can be readily sat upon. 12

The present build- 
ing will be almost entirely reconstructed 
by the traction company, work having been 
begun. The club will be maintained by 
the company and will be open to all its em- 
ployés. The cost of the structure will be 
about $10,000 and the building will be com- 
pleted in three months. The formal an- 
nouncement of the project was made last 
night by John M. Roach, President of the 
company. 
Practically only the two side walls and 
rear wall of the present structure will be 
used in the new building. An entire new 
front will be constructed, in which orna- 
mental iron, stone, and brick will be used. 
The roof will be changed by the addition 


€ 
of ornamental glass domes. | 
The building is 63x125 feet. In the base- 
ment will be the heating plant and an elec- 
tric dynamo, which will furnish the power 
for the school of instruction. In the front 
part of the first floor the instruction room 
will be arranged. Model cars and appli- 
1 for use in practical instruction will 
provided. This room will be 40x55 feet. 
In the rear of the instruction room will be 
an auditorium, equipped as a theater. The 
room will be 60x70 feet, with a stage 28 
feet wide and 28 feet deep. A gallery 14 
feet wide will extend around three sides 
of the room. Two sides of the stage will 
be smoking and reading rooms, while 
above these will be the dressing-rooms. 
On the third floor and to the rear of the 
lery will be a dining-room, 50x55 feet.

HIGHER MONEY 18 LIKELY. 


INDICATIONS POINT TO AN AD- 
VANCE IN RATES.

General Business Shows a Quiet and 
Gradual Improvement — Wholesale 
Lines Affected by Approach of the 
Holiday Season—Steel and Iron Sit- 
uation Strong, Although Volume of 
Business Is Smaller—Wheat Market 
Does Not Respond to Bullish Efforts. 


The contraction of the surplus reserve of 
the New’ York associated banks indicates 
that a higher money market is probable be- 
fore long. Money rates usually work a little 
firmer at this end of the year, and the pros- 
pects are that the present season will be 
no different from others. Preparations are 
being made now for enormous interest and 
dividend disbursements in January. The 
money put out in that way then will be the 
largest amount ever paid in one period in 
this country. For several years interest 
payments have been growing in size with 
the development of the country. During 
this year they have reached large figures, 
but next year will show much greater re- 
sults. The money which will be expended 
in this way is being held by the various cor- 
porations in the meanwhile. After it is paid 
out it will be tied up for a short time, but 
the natural process will be for it to return 
to the large centers again eventually. 

In considering the outlook for the imme- 
diate future of the money market the for- 
eign situation is of first importance. This 
country has reached a position where local 
conditions alone no longer govern the price 
of money. It is closely connected with Lon- 
don, and any change in rates there is felt 
here immediately. The European money 
markets have been working closer and an 
advance in the Bank of England's rate is 
predicted. At present the New York rate 
is a little easier than London, and Chicage 
Is slightly easier than New York. 

The situation, so far as general business 
is concerned, continues without much 
change in any respect, and a quiet and 
gradual improvement is apparent in every 
direction. After the last election it was 
fully six months before business was well 
started, but it is not necessary for so much 
time to pass now, as the country's position 
is more firmly established on a sound trade 
basis now than then. 

Hesitaéncy, which-has been shown in some 
ventures, is being overcome by degrees. It 
‘was hardly expected that December would 
see the revival which would naturally fol- 
low some time after the election. It is be- 
lieved that the opening of the new year will 
see many new enterprises started. Trade 
in many lines is showing the effect of the 
approaching holiday season. In all other 
respects conditions are bright for a healthy 
business after Jan. 1. ; 

The stock of gold in the United States 
Treasury continues to increase, and Treas- 
urer Roberts is looking forward to the time 
when it will reach $500,000,000, which, he 
thinks, will be inside of a few months, unless 
heavy purchases of bonds are made or 
taxes are reduced. Only at one other time 
in the history of the world has a gold fund 
of such size been accumulated. That was 
when the Imperial Bank of Russia was pre- 
paring to establish the gold standard. 


Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


With the approach of the holidays trade 
activity is going mostly into retail lines, but 
the wholesaler is far from being simply an 
onlooker. Country merchants in nearly all sections 
are stocking up for the winter in a fairly active 
way and continue preparations for a winter busi- 
ness of satisfactorily large proportions. Prosper- 
ous conditions continue in all sections, the West 
generally showing no shortage of funds for busi- 
ness purposes. The activity of trade conditions 
are illustrated in commercial agency figures on 
bank ¢learings for the week, which show an in- 
crease of 15.3 per cent over ths corresponding week 
last year. As to the healthfulness of this volume 
of business, however, there is room for argument 
inasmuch as business faiyires in various rts of 
the country last week egated 224, against 184 
the previons week and 220 the same week in 18990. 

While workmen in some lines continue engaged 
actional and other fights. the trouble has ceased 
— e an element of gonpequence, as practically all 
actories ars cerning out product to about the 
limit of capacity. his distribution, however, 
may show a falling off with the apprdach of colder 


weather. 

Coal is one of the im nt lines waiti for 
winter. The raising of the vessel blockade at But. 
falo has made avaliable a large volume of room 
n engaged in the grain trade, and it is be- 
leved this tonnage will materially increase the 
coal supply at Lake Michigan ports.

ANNUAL REVIEW OF MARINE 
SEASON OF 1900. 

During Months Between April 15 ana 
Dec. 8 There Cleared from the Port 
ef Chieago 1,710 Vessels Carrying 
130,818,232 Bushels of Grain of All 
Kinds—Season’s Grand Total Shows 
a Falling Off from the Record- 
Breaking Year of 1898,

he port of Chicago, which includes both the 
Chicago and Calumet Rivers, reached within 
few millions the high water mark of its 
cord in the great crop years of the past. 
During the season extending from April 
15, when the first grain laden ship cleared 
from Chicago, to yesterday, when the Rocke- 
feller steamer James B. Trevor took out 
clearance papers, 1,710 vessels sailed with 
83 cargoes. Altogether; they carried

Gain in Lake Traffic. 


Last season lake rates were so high that the 
lake route suffered severely, but nearly all 
this season the carrying charges by water 
have been under rail rates. The percentages 
of traffic by lake and by the railroads since

In these statistics of the Board of Trade 
of rail shipments all grain going out of Chi- 
cago in any direction is included. There is 
an immense amount of local business which 
cannot be separated in the totals that would 
make the percentage by lake much higher if 
only grain going to the seaboard could be 
considered. 

The outlook for next season is for lake 
rates to be at such a figure as will take the 
old-time percentage of the grain trade. 
There will be plenty of boats on the market 
most of the time, and the grain trade will get 
carrying arges which will attract to the 
water route its full proportion of the traffic 
of the West. 


Increase in Calumet Traffic. 


Figures are not attainable showing the 
relative business of the Chicago and Calu- 
met Rivers. It is certain, however, that the 
Calumet has shown a large increase and 
that the elevators on the old river have had 
a sharp decline from the volume of traffic 
which ruled prior to last season. Vessel 
masters consider the two harbors as one, 
and clear their cargoes as may be handiest, 
otherwise a most important comparison 
might be made. 

Commercial considerations have probably 
had as much to do with the increased busi- 
ness on the Calumet as the tunnels and ob- 


} structions in the Chicago River. Then, too, 


grain from the Calumet has, during part 
of the time, been shipped at lower rates than 
from Chicago River elevators. This was 
largely due to the fact that the largest mod- 
ern steamers had to go there, and shippers 
simply held them up for a shading of the 
going ‘rates. 
Big Boats Not a Success. 


Even at that the big boats were hardly a 
success as grain carriers. It was only now 
and then that the grain firms were able to 
dump from 200,000 to 300, bushels in a 
single cargo. Their elevators were not 
adapted to the monster craft. Sometimes the 
elevator could only load from 100 to 150 feet 
at one end, and the boat then had to be taken 
out in the lake and turned around for the 
other end to be loaded. One big fellow trad- 
ing at South Chicago had to be taken out 
and in twice and turned around in order to 
load both ends and the middle. 

Whether ships of that class are desirable 
for Chicago River commerce is a question 
about which practical marine men have no 
doubt. They do not want the boats here. They 
say they are adapted solely to the iron ore 
trade until the grain handling facilities at 
both ends of the route are wholly recon- 
structed. 

Decline of Welland Canal. 

Less and less grain every year goes through 
the Welland Canal and by the St. Lawrence 
River route for export via Montreal. The 
totals for this year by that route were about 
2,600,000 bushels. The competition of the 
Canada Atlantic line, with its railroad to 
Georgian Bay and its steamboats from there 
to Chicago, has been too much for the long 
water haul. Nearly 10,000,000 bushels went 
forward by the Canada Atlantic line, whiie 
the Grand Trunk, from its Canadian ports, 
carried something over 4,000,000. | 

The breakdown of the Canadian system of 
waterways is not regarded as favorable to 
the success of the project for shipping grain 
direct from Chicago to Liverpool. 

There is little. doubt but that the four 
steamers now under construction by the 
American Shipbuilding company for the 
Counselman syndicate will take grain car- 
goes from Chicago to European ports on 


those interested in the boats as an experi- 
ment, and if it is not successful the ships 
will be used in other lines of traffic. Outside 
of the question of time for the voyage Is 
the important one of insurance on cargoes. 
The lake vessel-owners who have sent their 
ships to the seaboard this fall have paid an 
insurance of from 4% to 5 per cent on the 
single trip from Lake Erie to New York. 
If the underwriters demand such high fig- 
ures on grain they will be considered pro- 
hibitive as compared with the low rates 
charged from Atlantic seaboard points. 


Duluth Not a Rival. 

The results of the season’s traffic have 
shown how groundless were the fears of 
those who believed that competitors on Lake 
Superior and lower Lake Michigan and Green 
Bay were to take away this city’s grain com- 
merce. Duluth,has made but a sorry.show- 
ing the last season, and Milwaukee and Man- 
itowoc have done nothing remarkable. In 
fact, it is Chicago grain handled by Chicago 
companies which goes through the two last 
named points. Such shipments did not se- 
riously affect the volume of grain passing 
through the port of Chicago. 

One odd thing about the business of the 
year was that the boats in which Chicago 
grain men were interested were all engaged 
in carrying iron ore, and a good proportion 
of the grain shipped was carried in ships 
owned by the iron mining companies. Had 
it not been for the Rockefeller and Carne- 
gie ships the grain trade would have been 
seriously fheonvenienced at times for lack 
of vessels. The boats of the Chicago grain 
men were carrying Rockefeller ore at a big 
price, while they were squeezing to the ut- 
most the Rockefeller boats which were seek- 
ing grain cargoes. 

Smaller Fleet Winters Here. 

The fleet which will be on the market to 
store grain during the winter and carry it 
to lower lake ports next spring will be some- 
what smaller than it has been for several 
years past on account of the grain blockade 
at Buffalo, which prevented many boats from 
unloading their cargoes in time to come here. 
In consequence the fleet that will sall with 
grain at the opening of navigation next 
spring will not make its usual spectacular 


showing.

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RECTORS PREACH ON GROWTH OF 
THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


Imtention of the Rt.-Rev. W. E. Me- 
Laren to Speak in the Cathedral 
Frustrated by State of His Health— 
A Reeeption and Tea at the Audi- 

._ teriam Hotel This Afternoon and a 
Dinner Tomorrow, When Loving 
Cup Win Be Presented. 


Jubilee sermons were preached in all the 


churches of the Episcopal diocese of Chicago 


yesterday morning in celebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the Rt.-Rev. 
W. E. MeLaren's consecration as a Bishop. 
The rectors, as suggested in a circular issued 
two weeks ago, dwelt mainly on the growth 
of the church in this city during the last 
qvarter of a century, and prefaced their dis- 
courses with a review of the Bishop's life. 

Bishop McLaren had accepted the invita- 
tion of Dr. Luther Pardee to hold service in 
the Cathedral Church of SS. Peter and 
Paul, but at the last moment he was com- 
pelled to disappoint the congregation, his 
physician ordering a husbanding of all his 
‘strength for the following two days of the 
celebration. Dr. Pardee preached as usual 
in that pulpit. 

The sermon called attention to the in- 
crease of 40 per cent in the membership of 
the church in twenty-five years. Dr. Par- 
dee condemned the apathy in Episcopal 
Sunday school work, charging that the poor 
showing made by the church was disgraceful 
when compared with the results obtained by 
other denominations. 


Growth of the Church. . 


@ause for congratulation was found in the 
prosperity and increasing influence of the 
church organizations. Against the 800 pa- 
tients cared for by St. Luke's Hospital in 
1875, was placed the total of 2,070 patients 
attended last year. The Western Theological 
Seminary, founded in 1885 by Dr. Tolman 
Wheeler and Waterman Hall, a diocesan 
church boarding school for girls, have be- 
come instruments of widespread educational 
influence in Episcopal circles. 

Mention was made of the annual pre- 
Lenten retreats of the clergy which were 
inaugurated in 1877, and were the first in 
this country. Statements were made of the 
future alms and present needs of the St. 
Andrew's brotherhood, the cathedral as a 
philanthropic institution, the Chicago * 
club, the St. Mary's Mission- House d 
Home for Children, the Church Home for 
Aged Persons, the Chicago Prayer Book 
society, the Society for the Relief of Widows 
and Orphans of the Clergy, the Society for the 
Relief- of Aged and Infirm Clergymen, the 
William Raymond Champlin Home for Boys, 
and of the city missionary headquarters.

The cen- 
tury has also discovered the laws which 
govern growth and produce from the child 
the truest and strongest men and women. 
The symbols of the last century were a rod 
and a task. Now we have gone to school 
ourselves and learned from nature how the 
birds and the beasts bring up their young, 
and at last we are —— to learn how to 
teach our young. 

“ Childhood has its rights: the right to 
grow according to their own nature and 
strike out after their own genius; ours only 
to guide just as we have the authority of 
knowledge.

MUSIC CLUB’S MEMBERS 
TO PAY FIFTY CENTS 


University of Chicago Officials Pass 
Stringent Rules, Including $10 Fines 
—Want No More * Burned in 
Curtains. 

\aembers = the Glee and Mandolin clubs 
of the University of Chicago must pay 50 
cents every time they wish to smoke during 
concerts or the intermissions this year. The 
faculty has drawn up rules regulating the 
music clubs, and one of the most striking 
provisions reads as follows: | 

During the performance of any program or dur- 
ing the intermission t there shall be no smoking of 
pipes, cigars, or ciga on the stage or in the 

wings of the stage, and in case any member of the 
clubs shall smoke a — or cigaret a fine 
of 50 cents will be im each offense. 

This action was taken — of the trou- 
ble experienced on a former trip of thé club, 
when the members smoked behind the scenes 
during a performance and blew smoke into 
the hall through holes they had burned in 
the curtain. 

The rules also provide that no resignation 
of a member will be accepted, unless in case 
| of death, without the forfeiture of $10. Any 
one missing a rehearsal is fined 50 cents and 
any one missing a concert must pay $5. To 
insure the payment of these fines a deposit 
or note for $10 is required of each member. 

Members of the Glee, Mandolin, and Banjo 
clubs of Northwestern University will be 
compelled to sign a pledge before they leave 
on their first trip that they will refrain fro 
the use of tobacco during the progress o 
their concerts. The faculty decided that 
such action was necessary, because of let- 
ters received after last year’s trip telling 
of the filling of the various auditoriums with 
smoke from the flies, where the students 
had retired between selections to puff their 
pipes or cigars for a few moments. There

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—Chancellor von Bilow 
made an importamt statement in the Reichs- 
tag today in reference to Germany’s attitude 
on the south African question and the diplo- 
matic quarantine of ex-President Kruger at 
Cologne. 

Im the course of his reply Chancellor von 
Bulow said he honestly regretted that the 
war should have broken out. It was a warn- 
ing to Germany to keep her eyes open, and 
showed that the only safe guarantee of peace 
and the maintenance of one’s own rights 
rested on one’s own strength. Continuing, 


the war. German capital invested in south 


. Africa amounted to hundreds of millions of 


marks, It was the government's duty to see 
that the war brought no injury to Germany’s 
African possessions. The government did 
beforehand all inits power to ward off an out- 
break of war. It had left the republics in 
no doubt as to the state of things in en 
end German neutrality. 


| Kruger First to Refuse. 

When in 1899 the question of arbitration 
seemed not altogether excluded the govern- 
ment recommended such a course to Presi- 
dent Kruger. The latter, however, thought 
the time for arbitration had not come. When 
after a time Mr. Kruger did seek to secure 
intervention feelings were too highly in- 
flamed for such a course. Thereupon the 
German and Dutch governments, and for the 
German government it was the last time 
gave advice. The German government was 
convinced that any step by a great power 


‘| at that moment would be a critical matter, 
leading to no result, and would be Gangpeous 2 


tor the ‘republics. 


‘No Reproach fpr Germany. 

The Chancellor added: No reproach can 
be lad at our door, either for the outbreak 
of the war or for the fate of the republics. 
It was no use for us to pinch our fingers be- 
tween the door hinges. That would have 
done the Boers no good and would have only 
injured us considerably. 

“In view of the whole international situa- 
tion, as well as from the standpoint of Ger- 
man interests, we could take no other atti- 
tude than strict neutrality. In this even the 
sympathies cherished in Germany for the 
Ideal of the Boers, their freedom, can change 
nothing. At a critical juncture our policy 
must be guided, not by the promptings of 
‘sentiment, but by the soberly weighed inter- 
ests of the country.“ 

Referring to the possibility of subsequent 
mediation, the Chancellor said: The powers 
who academically ventilated the question 
emphasized the fact that it was far from 
their thoughts or wish to compel Great Bri- 
tain to agree to peace against her will. When 
the suggestion of mediation was made by the 
United States in a quite gently worded in- 
quiry it was rejected by the British govern- 
ment officially and categorically. Interven- 
tion, if it does not lead to diplomatic defeat, 
generally leads to armed conflict. We could 
not bring the German nation into such a posi- 
tion.“ | 

Chancellor von Bülow further declared 
that Mr. Kruger’s reception by Emperor 
William could not be of any use to him or 
Germany. What, he asked, had been the 
good of the Paris demonstrations? What 
good had Mr. Kruger’s reception at the 
Palace of the Elysée done him? He read an 
account of Mr. Kruger's interview with M. 
Delcasse, the French Foreign Minister, show- 
ing that the latter, by polite generalities. 
had left Mr. Kruger no wiser than he was 
before. he answer of M. Delcasse, the 
Chancellor declared, was as prudent as pos- 
sible and was what might be expected from 
so wise and experienced a statesman. He 
added humorously: ‘I could not have done 
better had Mr. Kruger come to Berlin.” 

He further said that Mr. Kruger could 
only have been told what had been told the 
Boer deputation in the spring at Paris, 
Washington, St. Petersburg, and every- 
where, that a cessation of the terrible blood- 
shed was earnestly desired, but that nothing 
more than friendly mediatien, with Great 
Britain’s assent, would be contemplated in 
any quarter. 

Axe Friends of England. 

Count von Bulow described Germany's at- 
titude towards Great Britain as one ot com- 
plete independence, adding: We are not 
bound to Great Britain by a hair’s breadth 
more than she is bound to us. We are will- 
ing to live in peace and friendship with her 
on the basis of mutual consideration, but we 

are not here to act Quixotically against her. 
That would be a piece of folly for which 
I would not be responsible. We confidently 
expect that the issue of the war will not per- 
manently prejudice our interests there.”

His return to power will promote 
intelligent action on the part of the Chinese 
government. |

Germans Admit American Victory.

FORMER AMERICAN IN COURT.

Charles Evelyn Tingling, at one time a 
resident of Illinois, appeared in the divorce 
court yesterday as the respondent in suits 
brought by two different women. 

Tingling is a tall, professional looking 
man, past middle age, with an iron gray 
mustache, nose glasses, and a plausible man- 
ner. Case No. 1 related to his marriage 
in Brighton in 1890 to an artist's widow, and 
within a month the woman’s furniture was 
sold for $250, and a reversion she owned 
was disposed of for $500, the money in both 
cases going to Tingling. Later the pair went 
to America, and upon returning lived in 
Foresthill, where Tingling turned the woman 
and her three children out of the house. 
When wife No. 2 met Tingling he was known 
as Taylor and claimed to be a widower. All- 
she wanted was an annulment of the mar- 


riage. 

Tingling: told the court he was first mar- 
ried in Illinois in 1876. Soon after he left his 
wife and went to Valparaiso, where he re- 
ceived a letter from her mother saying his 
wife was dead.

Commander of Relief Expedition Says

* — H. Wilson, who went to China 
as commander of one of the military divisions 
of the United States relief expedition, ar- 
rived in Washington this afternoon and re- 
ported to the Secretary of War. The recent 
troubles he attributes entirely to a bad influ- 
ence in the Chinese courts. 

“These influences, said General Wilson 
tonight, made it appear that China was 
strong enough to clear out all foreigners. 
Bad advisers of the Empress misied her as 
to the strength of the empire. China has 

never had an army able to defeat the foreign 
armies and never will have. : 

“There is no doubt about the fact that 
the Empress, Jung Lu, and Tung Fu Hsiang 
were implicated in the project to exterminate 
the foreigners. But the Empress was misled 
and the Emperor could do nothing. 

“They have at least realized their weak- 
ness. China is now at the mercy of the for- 

powers; absolutely at their mercy. The 
question of a settlement depends upon the 
powers. In my judgment China will accede 
to almost any demand made upon her. She 
can do nothing else. Of course, it cannot be 
expected that the Empress or Jung Lu or 
Tung Fu Hsiang would agree to a proposi- 
tion that they be executed.

WOOD ABOLISHES CUBAN BAR. 


Association Which Deliberately At- 
‘ fronted Governor General at Havana

HAVANA, Dec. 10.—On account of the 
action of the Bar association in selecting 
Sefiors Quintana, Maldagan, Cuiral, and 
Iglesias, the four Judges who were dismissed 
from office, members of its Executive com- 
mittee, Governor General Wood has decided 
to deprive the association of its official stand- 
ing. An order to that effect was issued today. 
The order also makes prevision for carrying 
out the present official duties of the associa- 
In the future it will not be necessary for a 
lawyer to belong to any association. The Su- 
preme Court will register lawyers and supply 
the place of the association. It is claimed by 
some persons that the action of the associa- 
tion was due to a conspiracy to oust Sefior Go- 
ner from his position of Secretary of Justice. 
There is no doubt that the motive behind the 
election of the four disgraced Judges was 
largely the personal animosity towards Sefior 
Goner entertained by members of the Re- 
publican party in Havana. 

It is a fact, however, that others joined in 
supporting the ex-Judges who have ro sym- 
pathy with the Republicans. It is claimed 
that the ex-Judges, in view of General Wood's 
letter, which was read at the meeting of the 
association yesterday, will now demand a 
trial on the charges which led to their dis- 
missal. Seventy-five lawyers voted for th- 
ex-Judges yesterday. 2
